NEW YORK, Nov. 30—Commander 


John L. Pope, formerly of the Royal 
Navy, has sailed from Norfolk, Va., 
on. the steamship Thor No. 1 on an ex- 
tensive antarctic expedition. The party 
consists of Commander Pope,, who will 
have charge, George H. Wilkins, who 


j was second in command with Stefann- 
Bon for thiee years in the Arctic, wih 


j be photogiapher," Surveyor N. C. Les- i 
tei, R. N. It, will be navigator, and 
Thomas W. Bagsha-we, geolcgtar. 


The expedition \\i\\ have at its dis- 


posal three whalers of 7,000 tona each 
and a boat called a \\hale catcher. 


The ThonNo. 1 is bound for Monte 


vidio, where a day and a half will be 
spent. Then the ship will proceed to 
Deception Island, where moving pic- 
tures of whaling Tull be taken 
A 


second ship will start from Cardiff, 
Wales, for the Falkon Island at 
the 


same time the Thor No. 1 leases. 


After tho party on the Thor No. 1 
sj completed the whaling expedition 


it will lea\e the ship and go to Hope 
Bay, 
Graham Land, on the Antarctic 


Continent, on board the "catcher." 


A dog-sledse journey on the west 


coast of Woddell Sea will be made as 
Tar as the paity can go 
The party ' 


will try to reach Coastlrmd, on the 
eastein side of the continent. This 
journey will be 1,500 miles, 1,200 of 
which will be made over unknown 
ground. 
The party plans to land in 


Hope Bay during the first week of 
January, 1921, and expects to return 
to Hope Bay February or \larch,,J922. 
The expedition will use entiiely new- 
methods. 
No portable huts will be 


taken, but the party will depend on 
snow bouses and tents. 


Instead of laying up during the four 


months of the Arctic nights, as pre- 
ceding expeditions 
have done, the 


party intends to do continual sledg- 
ing. As they make their tiip across 
the continent they will lay up depots 
of seal meat to pick up on their way 
back. The Thor No. 1 during the time 
that tho paity Is away will continue 
whaling. 
After tho whaling season 


closes the Thor No 1 will go to Eng- 
land to pick up an airplane and staff 
and take them to Deception Island. 
The airplane m December, tho only 
month In which it is possible to fly 
in tho Arctic regions, will conduct a 
test of flying conditions and make a 
camera survey 
Tho Thor No. a will 


then take the party back to England 
and complete the first part of tho ex- 
pedition.

in 1922 to circumnavigate the Antarc- 
tic Continent and penetrate it at var-

Just I 
recently his farsightedness has been recalled by a provision in 
his will which ;ra\e to the city of Boston and the state of Massa- 
chusetts, a bequest of $5,000. 


As Franklin put it, this bequest was made "as a mark of 


respect for having appointed" him "as agent in England at the 
handsome salary of $10,000 yearly." As thrifty himself as he 
admonished others to be, he received this appointment at a time 
in life when he was no longer in need of money to meet his per- 
sonal and family wants. 


The will also provided that the money should be put out at 


5 per cent interest for 100 years. At the end of that time 31-181 
of the accumulated money should be reinvested at 5 per cent 
for another 100 years.
